Ind foz that her Maieſtie reputeth and taketh the ſending 
of o Honourable perſonages and in ſo great a nomber vnto het from her good bꝛother the French King, 
asa ſingular teſtimony of the pzincely good will and affection he beareth to her, and accozdingly is deli⸗ 
tous to make it appcare to the would by all the beſt effects and demonſtrations of like good will and 
affection ſhe can how greatly ſhe accepteth thereof, and thinketh her lelte honoured thereby, doth further 
locke that her louing Subiects ol all ſozts, ſhall not onely cary themſelues in that ozderly and quiet ſozt, 
during the time of the abodeof the ſaid Honourable perſonages and Ambaſſadours here, as no diloꝛder 
do quarell may fall out, But alſo that all Loꝛds and Maſters hauing company of ſeruants attending 
bponth:m, will lo direct their companies to obſerue the peace at this time, not onely towards all ſtran⸗ 
gers, but allo all others their owne Countreymen , her Maieſties Subiects: So as on no part by any 
meanes her Maieſties peace be bzoken during the abode of the ſaid Ambaſladours here. nohereby they 
hal giue a good demonſtration and teſtimonie not onely of their loyall deuotion to her Maieſtie, and the 
tere they haue to doe her that honout by all poſſible meanes they can ( as in duetyto them apperteyneth) 
but allo miniſter vnto the ſaid Honourable perſonages and ſtrangers and their traineg, a iuſt occaſion 
to make good repoꝛt of the good and peateable goucrnment vnder her Maieſtie, and of the obedience 
which her Subiects doc beare her Maieſtie, and alſo of the friendly vſage and enterteinment ther haue 

reremued here greatly to her Maieſties honour, and the honour of the Realme, 
Giuen at her Maieſties Mannour of S. James the xviii.day of Jpzill, 15 8 I, 31, inthe three 
and twentieth pere of her Highneſſe reigne.
